Some  of  the  best  varieties  were  “ Oriole ”  (Golden  Yellow 
with  orange-scarlet  center),  “Illumination”  ( rich  carmine),  and  “Dream”

In  addition, 
each  petal  is  beautifully  picoteed,  making  it  a  most  striking  flower.  The  four  color  repro¬ 
duction  gives  some  idea  of  the  beauty  of  this  new  type,  which  we  consider  the  novelty  of  the 
season.  The  objectionable  stiffness  has  been  removed. 

The  assortment  of  colors  is  most  suitable  for  florists.  It  includes  salmon  shades,  cream, 
buff,  biscuit,  golden  yellow,  lavender,  in  fact  a  collection  of  colors  that  are  most  acceptable 
for  florists’  use.

La  France  is  very  doriferous, 
the  large,  well-formed,  double 
dowers  being  well  placed  on  the 
long  stems  to  set  off  its  attractions. 

It  is  vigorous  growing,  and  is  more 
resistant  to  mildew  than  the  older 
Stock  Flowered  varieties.

tration  on  page  8,  are  of  a  pleasing  salmon-pink,  a  shade  closely  resembling  the  popu¬ 
lar  Antirrhinum  Jennie  Schneider.  Last  year  this  novelty  was  accepted  on  the  Los  An¬ 
geles  market,  which  disposes  of  a  large  quantity  of  Larkspur  to  a  critical  trade.  On 
our  recommendation  it  has  had  a  wide  distribution  all  over  the  world. 


LA  FRANCE 

Larkspur  La  France  has  “won  its 
spurs”  as  predicted  when  intro¬ 
duced  by  us  a  year  ago  as  a  1928 
novelty.  The  unique  feature  which 
differentiates  it  from  older  types 
of  Larkspur,  but  which  it  shares 
with  this  year’s  novelty,  Los  An¬ 
geles,  is  its  large  number  of  salable 
laterals  from  the  crown  stem.

Los  ANGELES  was  developed  in  response  to  the  demand  for  a  Larkspur  of  the  same 
growing  habit  as  La  France,  but  with  a  richer  color — something  between  La  France 
and  Rosy  Scarlet. 

In  Los  Angeles  we  have  the  same  rich  salmon  ground,  overlaid  with  a  brilliant  and 
pleasing  rose.  The  type  of  growth  is  similar  to  La  France,  but  the  foliage  of  Los  An¬ 
geles  is  a  much  darker  green,  making  the  large,  double  flowers  stand  out  more  promi¬ 
nently. 

To  assist  our  customers  in  visualizing  the  two,  we  are  including  color  plates-  pages 
8  and  9.  We  have  gone  to  some  trouble  and  expense  to  insure  the  accuracy  of  these 
reproductions.  On  comparison  you  may  readily  perceive  the  difference  in  shade.  Both 
Los  Angeles  and  La  France  are  particularly  lovely  under  artificial  light.  If  your  trade 
was  pleased  with  La  France  last  year,  we  feel  they  will  welcome  Los  Angeles  as  a  valu¬ 
able  addition  to  the  Stock  Flowered  type.

[yly  HERE  are  your  Experimental  Grounds?’’ 
is  the  first  question  asked  by  nine  out  ot  ten  visitors  to  our  El  Monte  headquarters. 
Our  hybridist,  Charles  Le  Roy,  a  flower  enthusiast  himself,  takes  great  pleasure  in 
showing  them  through  the  extensive  plot  (picture  on  page  47)  where  the  new  is  tried 
out  and  the  old  kept  true  to  name.  Asters,  Zinnias  and  Petunias  are  much  in  evi¬ 
dence  here.  There  is  a  similar  tract  on  our  Lompoc  farms  160  miles  to  the  north, 
where  Sweet  Peas  and  many  spring  annuals  are  grown.  (See  page  46.)  Forty  years 
spent  in  thoughtful  growing  of  flower  seeds  has  enabled  our  firm  to  select  the  best  soils 
and  climatic  conditions  for  each  variety  grown. 

Our  founder,  John  Bodger,  started  growing  seeds  in  Santa  Paula,  California,  for  the 
English  firms  from  whom  he  had  bought  seed  while  still  a  retail  nurseryman  and 
seedsman  in  England.  The  mile  square  tract  at  Gardena,  acquired  in  1904,  is  no  longer 
used  for  seed  growing,  but  is  one  of  the  firm’s  valuable  assets.  The  sub-irrigated  land 
at  El  Monte  has  been  found  admirably  suited  to  Asters  and  Zinnias,  as  well  as  other 
annuals,  and  the  firm  is  yearly  increasing  its  holdings  in  this  fertile  valley. 

In  1927  headquarters  were  established  at  El  Monte.  An  up-to-date  seed  warehouse 
and  complete  recleaning  plant  as  well  as  bulb  storage  and  distributing  sheds  were  built 
the  first  year,  while  the  attractive  Mediterranean  type  administration  building  in  the 
lower  right  of  the  picture  on  Page  45  was  added  in  1928. 

Associated  with  their  Father  for  many  years  prior  to  his  passing  in  1924,  Walter  and 
John  C.  Bodger  now  carry  on  the  business  assisted  by  a  younger  brother,  Tom  M.  Bod¬ 
ger.  Last  year  Walter's  oldest  son,  John  Francis,  formally  entered  the  firm’s  employ, 
although  for  several  years  he  had  spent  his  vacations  from  high  school,  college  and 
Cornell  University  on  the  farms.  Thus  the  third  generation  was  added  to  the  person¬ 
nel  of  John  Bodger  &  Sons  Co. 

Looking  back  over  the  years,  it  seems  every  step  was  necessary  to  place  the  firm  in  the 
high  position  it  occupies  today.  It  is  a  satisfaction  to  help  fill  the  growing  flower  seed 
needs  of  a  country  fast  emerging  out  of  its  pioneering  stage  and  inclined  to  use  its  in¬ 
creased  resources  for  the  beautification  of  its  surroundings.  In  addition,  John  Bodger 
&  Sons  Co.  export  flower  seeds  to  thirty-seven  foreign  countries. 

Our  firm  has  played  a  prominent  part  in  the  popularizing  of  the  Zinnia  in  the  last 
fifteen  years,  as  explained  more  fully  in  the  second  page  of  this  book.  Over  30,000 
pounds  of  this  one  item  were  grown  and  shipped  last  season.  This  is  evidence  of  the 
firm's  ability  to  lead  and  guide  popular  taste  as  well  as  to  supply  an  established  de¬ 
mand.  To  enable  our  readers  to  visualize  the  extent  of  our  plantings  of  Zinnias  and 
Asters,  we  have  included  an  aerial  photograph  on  Page  48.  Our  photograph  of  rock 
garden  plants  and  perennials  on  Page  41  is  evidence  of  a  further  effort  on  our  part  to 
keep  pace  with  the  taste  of  the  United  States  for  plants  long  popular  in  older  coun¬ 
tries. 

The  growing  of  Narcissus  Bulbs  and  Paper  Whites  to  anticipate  the  shortage  fol¬ 
lowing  the  quarantine  is  another  instance  of  our  wish  to  be  of  service  to  American  gar¬ 
dens. 

Our  photograph  department,  expanded  and  made  more  complete  last  year,  is  planned 
to  assist  dealers  in  the  distribution  of  our  products.
